The low water iii the Ohio 
below tins city has allowed the floods 
from up the river to flow rapidly toward 
the M ississip p i. 
Th© situation is still 
serious up the river, notably at Ripley, 
Maysville, Aberdeen, Portsmouth,Hang­ 
ing Rock, Ironton, Ashland, Catletts­ 
burg, Huntington, Point Pleasant, Pom­ 
eroy, Marietta. Parkersburg and smaller 
places between Wheeling and Cincin­ 
nati.
